NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 13th November, 1991 

Subject :—Guidelines for export under OGL-3 in respect of garments and 
knitwear to countries where such exports are subject to quantitative 
restraints for the calendar year 1992-93. 

No. 1 |4|90-EP(T&J)I.—Attention is invited to Notification No. 1|4|90- 
EP(T&f)I (Apparels) dated 31-8-1990 on the above mentioned subject. It 
has been decided to amend the Notification as follows:— 

2. Pata 4 of the Notification is substituted by the following:— 

Para 4 (i) Quantities for export in the allotment years 1992 and 1993 
shall be allocated according to the following systems at rates indicated against 
each of them : 

(a) Past Performance Entitlements. (PPE) 60% 

(b) Manufacturer Exporters Entitlement (MEE) 20% 

(c) Non Quota Exporters Entitlement (NQE) 

(i) 16% (for all garments including FTandloom Garments) 

(ii) 2% (for Handloom Garments) 

(d) Public Sector Entitlement (PSE) 2% 


Total (a) to (d) 100% 
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para 4 (ii) Apart from the above, quantities that becomes available from 
time to time on account of flexibilities, surrenders or otherwise shall be allocated 
on First-Come-First-Served (FCFS) basis. Flexibilities and surrenders for 1592 
and 1993 shall be released twice year on pre-determined dates in February and 
October to be announced in advance by Director General, AEPC. 

Para 4 (iii) Ministry of Textiles, Government of India reserve the right 
to allocate entitlements in variation with the Systems of allocation outlined in 
sub paras 4(i) and 4(ii) above in case it is considered so desirable in view of 
changes in demand pattern and other relevant considerations. 

3. The following paras |sub-para s shall be deleted : 

(i) Para 5. 

(ii) Sub-para 6(iii). 

(iii) Sub-para 9(vii). 

4. The existing sub-para 9(v) of the Notification shall now read as follows: 

9(v) Available quantities will be distributed by D.G. A.E.P.C. pro-rata 
on the basis of production capacity of eligible applicants as decided 
by the Textiles Commissioner. Fach applicant may opt for a 
maximum of ten country|categories for the above allotment. 

5. Para ll(i) of the Notification as changed vide Notification No. 
1|99|90-EP(T&J)I dated 7th August, 1991 is further changed as follows :— 

11 (i) Exporters of apparels to Non-quota countries and Non-quota, items 
to quota countries shall be eligible under this system provided 
the payment is received in free currency and the exporter has a 
minimum export performance of Rs. 30 lakhs during the base 
period viz. Calendar years 1989 and 1990 for quota year 1992 
■and calendar years 1990 and 1991 for quota year 1993. 

6- All other terms and conditions in the Notification No. 1 [4|90-EP(T&J)T 
(Apparels) dated 31-8-1990 remain unchanged.
